I. 

Because "Plaintiff's Motion for Recusal" asserts no claim 
against him, defendant lacks standing to oppose . Hence, 
defendant's "Opposition" is not properly before the Court. It 
should be disregarded. 

II.

The reasons for recusal that the plaintiff s Motion do raise 
are not addressed and, therefore, conceded by the Opposition.
